ly organized to fight corrupt offi- 
cials and have adopted the principle

"When the nations of the western 


world were at war," the article con- 
tinues, "Japan sneaked -'in like i 
thief in the night and demanded 
that China give up her sovereign 
rights.

China can never agree to the Twen- 
ty-One Demands. For the peace of 
the-.world, they must be expunged 
from history."
